It was the continuous and expanding 
menace of the new Japanese advance on 
Kweiyang, which had threatened Chungking, 
the capital, and Yunnan, the terminus in 
China of the Burma Road—added to Ameri 
ican insistence on a more efficient adminis 
tration of lend-lease supplies 
to replace General Ho Ying-Chin by General 
Chen: Cheng in the job of Minister for War 
and to make Foreign Minister T. V. Soong 
acting Premier of China. These changes were 
apparently finally forced by the People's 
Council, the only quasi-democratic body in 
the Chinese system. 

Immediately on their appointment, the 
new ministers seem to have resumed 
negotiations with the Communist leaders in 
the mountainous northwest, who have been 
conducting a limited guerrilla war, in con 
junction with Chinese “civilians,” on the 
Japanese communication lines. The best 
troops in Generalissimo Chiang: ‘Kai:shek’s 
armies meantime appear to have been 
“watching” the Communist main force to 
prevent its use as a revolutionary army 
against Chungking. 

Tt ig not so difficult to understand the 
differences which exist between the Gen- 
eralissimo and the Communists, as it is 
to appreciate the difficulty for them to com- 
bine against the common enemy which 
threatens to destroy them both completely. 
In all probability this difficulty lies in find- 
ing a formula-by which to save the face 
of one side or the other. Neither must ap- 
pear to compromise on its so-called prin- 
ciples. To do so would be to lose prestige 
with the masses of the people whose. in- 
terests both parties would claim to repre- 
sent. Possibly in the Orient it is bétter 
to save one’s face—or the honor of the 
family, ag it were—than lose one’s skin.
